Thompson, of New York, ar<' iu tho city 
for the purpose of preparing tlie papers 
in a moat important land case that ia to 
be tried hefuro the United States land 
court, whose .session will begin in Den- 
ver Oct. \'>. 

Tlio case involves a tract <it' laud I'lU 
miles long and tifty iiiiles wide in the 
Salt River valley, Arizona. There arc 
4,750,000 acres in the claim, a large part 
of which is c-apuble of irrigntion. By 
the . .\penditnre of !{t.'),(M«»,()((0 it is esti- 
inateil by eii,i,'i)ieers lli.il tho hind will 
bo wurtli i?")(»,(lO( 1,000. The city nf Phu- 
ui.\ is located on the traiit, nnd the cel- 
ebrated ruins of the Casa Cirande are 
alao in ita boundariea. Remains of pre- 
historic irrigation ditches show that the 
land was once under high cultivation. 

The cuso promi-ses to attract ;;eiieral 
attention on account of the amount in- 
volved and the romance of its history. 
From the records which are found in 
the City of Guadalajara, Mexico, it is 
Hliowti that the land waa granted in 1742 
by Kiiiperor Ferdinand of Spain to Don 
iiigucl I'eralla, a Spanish Knight of the 
Golden Fleeco and baron of Coloiado. 
.The knight was highly esteeiucd at 
court for hia bravery and bia distiu- 
guished Benricea in protecting Spaniab 
m ttit ineiits from attacks of Indiana and 
native tribes of Mexico. Hia sole de- 
scendant is the wife of J. A. Peralta 
Reavis, a resident of Mis.souri, in whose 
name the contest ia to be made. 

By the terms of the treaty of Guada- 
lupe Hindalgo and the terma of the 
Gadsden purchase all the old Mexican 
titles are guaranteed by the United 
States govci iiiiieiit , and if the contestee 
is successful she will be iiaid i^l per 
acre lor all the land occupied by si tth is. 
The land includea the Piua Indian 
reaervation, a part of the White moun- 
tain Indian reservation, and many valu- 
able miniug districts.

Bit Career in Cincinnati, Chicago and 
New York His Latest 



The escape of Kich «rd Kyle, the forger, 
from Keeper McNamara, oi he Tomh-^. 
with the aid of Belle Beaudeaii.\, i." not 
extraordinary in comparison with what 
the youn'_' man has done before, saj'S the 
New York World. 

Kyle was born in Mason County, Kon- 
iicky, hut has spent the grea er part of 
hi.s life in Cincinnati. Hit mother keeps 
a boarding house on Vine .-treet. near 
Xintii, in tliat city. He lirst attracted 
attention as a book-keeper for the .\nder- 
8on Harris Carriage Works. < Iji a salary 
of SflUU a moiitli he had the tiiiest team 
of horses in Cincinnati, and was driven 
t(j the (.nice liv a c.iaehman in livery. 

He mamiK'ed to get a small interest in 
the concern. This he gradually increa ed 
until lu' came w tliiii a few shares of get- 
ting a L-ontrolliiig interest. He acted us 
Vice-President. Tliere was a memljer of 
the Boatd III Directois who was suspi- 
cious of Kyle. The youii^' man tried to 
have him ousted. In the li;:lit direct 
char;:es were made a;.'a nst Kyle. It was 
show n, amoiu other things, that he was 
the owner of a lumber yard which was 
supplying hu carriage works. 

A cursory examination of Kyle's books 
showc'l a shorta^,'!'. Kxperts were em- ^tieet, Kyle was now here to be seen 



tixea at $8,000. It wa.s furnished by a 
book-maker. Kyle jumped it. He was 

briiii.'ht hai k toChicai;o. By some means 
or otlier he escaped ])rosecution again. 
Then he came to New York. For a while 

lie was interested in a hook at i)ne of 
tlie race tracks. He had with him a rich 
man. 

He flnall\' sf>u;:ht other em]>loynient, 

anil got a position as I k-keeper with 

Wachsman Bros., shir manufacturers. 
During the three months he was in their 
employ he robbed them of S2,20(). His 
salary was only si. i>er week and the 
partners won lere<l how he could work so 
cheaply. An explanation was asked of 
him a week before the discovery of liis 
larcenies. 

"It's this way," he explaine«I. "I 
have a wt't'kly iiicomeand 1 imply want 
to employ myf-elf to keep out of hariir.s 
way." 

His icasoii was not satisfactory to one 
of his partners, who watched him and 
detected him in the theft. 

He was arrested and sent to the Tombs. 
One day last week an ollicer took him in 
court fora hearing.

A 
large number of Huiii^ irians have been 
imported to take the i»lace of the strik 
ing workmen in the extensive .lolm 
Porter company's tile and brick works. 
Recently these men have been coni- 

tlaining of sickness and many of them 
ave left in consequence. The trouble 
was charged to the water, which was 
kept for drinking purposes In barrels in 
the worka. 

As the water was obtained from a 
ipring from which a large number of 
cmiens alto drew their supply, the 
management was slow to accept that 
theory. Finally, however, they deter- 
nnncd to inveatigate. and for this pur- 
pose peucured a small bnoketfall of the 
water, and, preparatory to having it an- 
alyzed, set ft on a desk in the oiBce. 
Not knowing but that the water had 
been placed there for drinking purposes, 
several of the ofBoe fore* drank of it 
and were almost immediately taken 
deathly sick with unquestionable evi- 
dences of poisoning. 

This confirmed the original suspic- 
ions, and, although no ehenucal analysis 
has yet been made, it is evident that the 
drinking water of the workmen has 
been heavily dosed with croton oil. 
Who the guilty parties are is a question 
ytt to b« ostwrnuied.

TREASU RY STAT EMENT.

He received an 
inferior judgeship in 1870, advanced 
rapidly, and in 1878 entered the legisia* 
tive assembly. While on a visit to the 
United States he married a daughter of 
the late Isaac N. Hurcli. of Chicago, a 
widow and a very beautiful and intelli- 
gent woman, who is credited with doing 
much to aid his advancement. He has 
been minister of foreign affairs in two 
former cabinets. .

Many otiicr issues bet ween priests and 
their bisliop.s are referred to Mgr. s.i 
toUi for settlement. Father McOlynn 
in one of his antipoverty addresses said 
he hoped to see the dny when "au Amer- 
ican pope w.itild walk down Broadway 
in a stovepipe hat." M;,'r. Satolli vuy 
nearly fills that ideal. He is a tali, 
very Ain( rican looking gentleman, with 
only a slight suggestion of the cleric in 
his dress, and on ordinary occasions 
wears the regulation high silk hat.

The Congregational seminary at Hai t- 
ford is the only other theological 
school in this country to have such a 
de^iartment, and that was established 
by Dr. Taylor, but he now intends to 
secure a building in the quarter where 
the most ignorant and vicious classes 
abound and have his students live there. 
Of C(nirse they will not go there as mis- 
eiunaries, but will live among the peo- 
ple, study their ways and learn to un- 
derstand and sympatbiae with them. 
Twenty-five students will constitute the 
first •'seminary social settlement," nn 
they call it, and others will be eslab- 
I lished as fast as experience indicates 
tlie path of success. 

Socil logy is so new a study that even 
the name for it is condemned by experts 
as misleading. There are as yet no stand- 
ard aothorities, and many savants de- 
clare there is really no such scieiu'e. 
Nevertheless, us people do somehow ^'et 
together ill social groups, and as each 
grouj) invariably develops certain traits 
curresiKiuding with the nattire of its 
units, there mnst be a nattiral law oper- 
ating in this as in all other aggregations. 
"Now," says Dr. Taylor, "the fault in 
educating ministers hau been that the 
student lived too far apart from the peo- 
ple; hence this 'seminary social settle- 
ment.'" And certainly the experiment 
will be watched with naoh teterwt
